BOOK NOTES

Edwin Booth, the famous actor, 
is the subject of this new and in- 
teresting biography by Richard Lock- 
ridge. This is not just another life of 
Booth, of which there have been so 
many, but a complete and brilliant 
characterization by an author who 
knows his subject. Lockridge drama- 
tic critic on the-New York Sun, has 
gone to the collection of the players 
club, founded by Booth, and other 
sources for his material. 

Booth’s father set himself up in 
England as a rival of Keen; when 
this enterprise failed he came to 
America. The elder Booth took a 
wife here, forgetting the one he left 
behind, this wife bore him ten child- 
ren, of which Edwin was one. 

Lockridge writes entertainingly 
of the life near Baltimore in a small 
cabin. Life here was free and easy 
and to Edwin fell the duty of watch- 
ing over and caring for his father, 
who was addicted to whiskey. Booth 
travelled for six years with his father 
trying to keep him sober enough to 
play the mighty roles he loved so well 

At 19, in California, Edwin broke 
away and went on his own, In a few 
months his father was dead; the son 
being sensitive, carried with him the 
rankling conviction that he had 
abandoned his father in his old age. 

This was only one of the many 
misfortunes that befell the unlucky 
Booth. He married twice, the second 


time to a woman even more eccentric 
than himself. 


The assasination of Lincoln by his | 


brother almost cost Booth his sanity 
and even his life. Booth, following 
this incident, retired from the stage 
but soon returned, to be accepted by 
a sympathetic public. 

Lockridge seems to find it almost 
incredible that any one individual 
could have so many extraordinary 
things happen to him. 

The book shows a great deal of 
preparation and the use of much 
source material, handled in a quite 
competent manner. 

POETRY 

Those people who are interested 
in poetry will be interested 
in the new work by Edwin Arlington 
Robinson entitled “Nicodemus”. 

This is the first book of short poems 
Robinson has published in several 
years, In this volume Robinson 
writes of Nicodemus pleading with 
Caiaphas for Jesus; the Prodigal Son 
defending himself to his brother; 
Sisera murdered by the woman he 
loves, and Toussaint L’Ouverture, 
the Haitian rebel, in his cell. 

I don’t think Robinson comes up to 
the standard he has set for himself 
in his earlier works, but the book is 
worth while nevertheless and will be 
interesting to those who are familiar 
with Robinson.

Three Million Volt 
Current Displayed 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Calif., 
Oct. 24 (CNS)—Professor Harris J. 
Ryan, who has been retained by the 
city of Los Angeles to conduct ex- 
periments in connection with Hoover 
Dam power development plans, this 
week demonstrated a 3,000,000 volt 
spark—declared to be the highest 
voltage ever produced by man. 

Previously, the highest mark set 
was 2,100,000 volts, also produced 
in Professor Ryan’s laboratory. 


His new apparatus will be used for 
tests of insulation for the proposed 
high power transmission line, by 
means of which the Los Angeles bur- 
eau of power and light hopes to bring 
electrical energy to the city from 
Hoover Dam. 

The bureau is now attempting to 
obtain a loan from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to finance 
the project.
